I._ -As for. the Demands of the Family of 
Guidénftern, tho’ his Majefty has a Right to 
demand, both the Principal and Intereft,with- 
out any Abatement,and tho’ he has the Power 
in his Hands, to compel the Payment if re- 
fus'd, yer his Majefty has the Goodnefs to de- 
clarey that as he wilhes no manner of Harm 
to your City, but rather is favourably inclin’d 
to endeavour the Advancement of its Pro- 
fo he likewife confiders that during 
is tame of War and Confufion its free Com- 
merce has been interrupted, :and: therefore 
Money (which His Majefty does noe muely ine 
fift upon) may be. fcarce among: you; 
which Reaforis his Majefty in Confideration 
of ehe good Comportment of. the City hi- 
therto, will be coritented that the 
tantum ofter'd by the Magiftrates be paid to 
the faid Family, 
MH; ‘As to the Matter of a Burgtave, the 
City muft. not for the future prétend to ac- 
cept of fuch Officers upon the Nomination 
of King Augaftus, nor him who is al- 
ready nominated to exercife that Office, but 
to lee that Affair hatig in fufpenice, till a Bur- 
grave fha!l be appointed by a new King. The 
Mapiftrates of this City muft likewife re- 
nounce ali Allegiance and Obedience to King 
Auguftis, on pain of havifig the City and its 
Territories treated in a hoftile Manner and 


ruin'd by his Majefty ;. and accordingly they” 


mutt give an Affurancein Writing, that they” 
will not henceforward pay Obedience to King: 
tiguftus, ‘but'to the Repablick only, who has. 
fit to tenounce ‘all’ Allegiance and to’ 
Hil. All the ‘Revertues arifing to the Kin 
of Poland fromthe City of Dantzick, niuft! 
be paid td.the Swédifh Army, from the time 
they’ came before Thorn till. a new King is 


ng cleéed ;‘ and if any of thar Revenue has beet 


difpos'd of fince the faid Army fat! down be? 
fore Thorn, it muft be repaid to his Swedifh 
Majefty for the following Reafon. That 
wherever his Majefty has pafsd, fe has never 
fail'd to feize all the Revenues belonging ¢o? 
the King of Poland in all the Towns ané 
Territories *he has been in; atid by Confes’ 
quence the Town of Dantzick can have no 
Pretence to be folely exempted from fuch 
Payments which others have voluntarily made 
And tho’ his Majefty has had the Goodnef 
not to put a Garrifon into Dantzick, yet t 
City muft carry it felf as refpeafully as it 
there were actually.a Garrifomin it, and by 
doing’ their Dury prevent their Ruin; it being 
fufficient that his Majefty treats chem as fa- 
vourably as he has done Marienbouig, and 
other Places that have fubmitted to his Wilk 
Thefe Revenues of theKing of Poland from 
Dantzick had been demanded long ago had 
his Majefty thought of it fooner; fo that the 
TIhterregnum, fignifies nothing in this Affair, 
nor does his Majefty now demand thefe Re» 
venues on that Pretence; for if there were‘nd 
Intefregnum nor ought to be none, yee che 
City muft be obedient in all things, unk& 
you would rather choofe to be treated as 
nemies ; And tho’ King Auguftus were fill 
King of Poland, yet all the Piaces where his - 
Majefty comes muft obey him. and .nct the 
King of Poland,as has been practic’ ail-alon 
wherever his Majefty has fer his Foot. An 
befides, in cafe the City will be obedient to 


his Majefty’s good Pleafure, he promifes ir all 
Security and anintire Exemption from Con- 


tributions, which his Majefty might otherwife 
demand. 

IV. His Majefty is inform’d that King Au- 
guftus is ftill pray’d for in all the Churches of 
Dantzick. He imagin’d the City would of it 
felf have forbidden that Cuftom as foon as 
his Majefty came into Pruffia.with his Army ; 


wherefore ‘tis his Majefty’s Will now chat 
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henceforward the City forbid it, (as other 
Towns in Pruffia have been obiig/d to do,) 
unlefé fhe is minded to be treated as an Enemy. 
His Majefty wonders,that fince King Auguftus 
is no longer acknowledg’d King of Poland, 
this City ftill prays for him afd*fingly owns 
him for King, which his Majefty looks upon 
as an Act of iliry. 
His Majefty therefore, will have no King 
Pray'd for in the City till there be a Lawtul - 
one. If the City retufe to obey his Majetty 
in the Matters recited , his Majefty wili noe 
hinder nor prevent the Evils that threacen it, 
tho’ he is rather inclin'’d, to {pare ic and its 
Territory and to avoid Extremities. “Twill 
be in vain to hefitate on this Occafion, the 
Gity mutt declare on one.fide or other ; and 
without delay, fay I, or No.. yt 
This is the Contents of the Letter his Ma- 
jelty has beed’ pleafed to fend me under his, 
own Hand; and as his Intentions appear plain, 
enough by ic, I have nothing to add, but to. 
defire the Magiftrates and Council of the City. 
to take it into due Confideration, &c. | ws
